DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

1. Applicant's arguments filed on 22 May 2006 regarding claims 1-18,23-41,46-64,69-77 
and 82-1 1 1 has been fully considered but they are not persuasive. Cited reference of Kellett et al. 
discloses utilization of large battery and DC-DC converter, examiner disagree with applicant 
"small" and "large" are relative terms examiner has taken that disclosed battery by Kellett et al. 
is a small battery. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) The invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on sale 
in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claim 1 , 4-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as being anticipated by Kellett et al. 
(U.S. Patent 5,637,978). 

Kellett et al. disclose the claimed invention an apparatus (figure 2), including a charge supply 
battery (figure 2, item 30), a DC-DC converter (column 4, line 35-45), a transistor (figure 2, item 
Ul) and a charge storage device (figure 2, item 20).

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action:

4. Claims 2-3 and 6-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Kellett et al. (U.S. Patent # 5,637,978) in combination with Barrett (U.S. Patent # 5,684,678). 
Keller, e. al. disclose the cla.med invention as explained in the claims 1 and 4-6, above except 
the utilization of.be technique for a transformer and a bridge rectifier. Barret, teaches .he 
ufilizafion of similar technique for a transformer and bridge rectifier for convener (figure 1 , i.cm 
24 and 28). It would have been obvious one having an ordinary skill in the art a. .he time the 
invention was made .o modify Kellett e. al.'s apparatus by utilizing the technique taught by 
Barret, for .he purpose improve .he efficiency, size and weigh, of the apparatus. 

In regards to claims 6-18 and 82-94 Kellett e, al. disclose ,he claimed invention except 
,he utilization of the charge supply battery is a (single cel. or plurality of cells or two cells or "D" 
cel., two alkaline batteries or »AA» cells or »C» cel. or two «AA" or «C "alkaline batteries or 
carbon batteries. I, would have been obvious one having an ordinary skill in «he art a. .he time 
.he invention was made to utilize battery (item 30), since it has been held to be within the general 
ski,, of worker in the art .o sc.ee, a known batteries on the basis of its sui.abi,i,y for .he intended 
use as a matter of obvious design choice. In re Leshin, 125, USPQ 416. 
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5. Claims 23,36-41,46-51,69,72-77 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Tomantschger (U.S. Patent # 5,637,978) in combination with a paper 
published by Electronix Express (a non patent publications, November 10, 1998) and Bertness 
(U.S. Patent #6,249,124). 

Tomantschger discloses the claimed invention a jump-start booster (figure 1), including a charge 
supply battery (figure 1, item 12), DC-DC converter (figure 1, item 10), a small battery 
(Abstract, line 1-10). However Tomantschger does not disclose the utilization of the technique 
for a four point Kelvin connection, battery testing circuitry, the DC-DC converter comprises 
step-up transformer, and a bridge rectifier. Bertness teaches the utilization of the similar 
technique for a four point Kelvin connection, battery testing circuitry (claims 1-5) and Electronix 
Express teaches the utilization of the similar technique for the DC-DC converter comprises step- 
up transformer, and a bridge rectifier (figure 1). It would have been obvious one having an 
ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to modify Tomantschger' s battery 
booster by utilizing the technique taught by Bertness and Electronix Express's publications for 
the purpose of providing an improved battery charger with battery tester. 

In regards to claims 95-1 1 1, Tomantschger in combination with a paper published by 
Electronix Express (a non patent publications, November 10, 1998) and Bertness disclose the 
claimed invention except the utilization of the charge supply battery is a (carbon batteries or 
lead-acid battery or carbon coated electrode or a network of pores or 6-cell-24-cell). It would 
have been obvious one having an ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to 
utilize battery (item 30), since it has been held to be within the general skill of worker in the art 
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to select a known batteries on the basis of its suitability for the intended use as a matter of 
obvious design choice. In re Leshin, 125,USPQ 416.
